Railroad to Build Two Bridges 


On Route Eliminating Crossings 


Elimination 
of 
the 
dangerous 


grade crossings on the 
Western 


Maryland railroad at Brush Run 
and Guldens east of here on the 
Lincoln highway came one step 
nearer realization today with the 
approval by the state Water and 
Power resources board at Harrisburg 
of applications of the raihoad to 
erect two new bridges on the pro- 
posed new railroad route north of 
the Lincoln highway.

“We remember with the greatest j 
clarity the gray hours of the m orn­ 
ing of November ll. 1918, when the I 
same Weygand who today is the 
French generalissimo 
dictated 
to 
an heroic foe which lost honorably j

brutal than anything since the de­ 
struction of Carthage. 
“He and his m aster Foch then did 
not speak as soldiers to soldiers, but 
as prison wardens to criminals. We 
are not vengeful, but we have ceased 
being foolish Germ an sentim ental­ 
ists.” 
Terms of the axis-dictated peace 
requested by France were not ex­ 
pected to be disclosed until after 
Fiance’s new soldier-premier, the 
aged M arshal Petain has accepted or 
rejected them.

TAX CHANGES 
ARE PROPOSED 


Harrisburg, June 18 (AP)—Reduc- 


tion of Pennsylvania's 
unemploy- 


ment compensation tax from 2.7 per 
cent to "at most 2 per cent" is ad- 
vocated by the executive committee 
of the Pennsylvania Newspaper Pub- 
lishers' association. 


"There seems to be no sound 


reason why a surplus should be piled 
up at the expense of employers when 
experience shows it is not needed to 
pay benefits," said a declaration of 
policy adopted by the group Monday. 


It also urged the law be amended 


so that "steady" employers could be 
granted a lower tax rate. That, the 
committee said, is "one way to en- 
courage employment." 


It also suggested the amount of 


a worker's wage or salary above 
$1600 should be exempt from levy, 
since those earning more than $1600 
"receive no greater benefits when 
unemployed than the employe who 
is paid $1600." 


"A sincere 
and 
prompt 
effort 


should be made by the federal Social 
Security board and congress to re- 
duce the federal old age tax on em- 
ployes as well as on employers," the 
declaration 
went on. 
"This tax 


should be kept to the minimum esti- 
mated needs, not the maximum, 
until such time as it can be soundly 
established on a basis of experience."
